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6. (previously presented) The systemLf claim 2 wherein said control means moves 
said highlight in said corresponding directioJto another icon in said adjacent section if no 
other icon exists in said selected section in siid corresponding direction. 

7. (previously presented) A system fj^r navigating within a display having one or 
more display sections, comprising: 

a user control for selecting a first icLn in a selected section of said screen, said user 
control including a set of directional keys joi moving to another icon selection; and 

a controller for determining, in response to an entry of one of said directional keys, 
whether there is a visible icon in said sel^ted section in the direction corresponding to 
said entered key; and 

said controller, in response to saiA determination, moves said highlight to said 
visible icon if said visible icon is presei^ and moves said highlight to a navigational 
control, if said visible icon is not presen
